L BEGIN HIGHLIGHTS. DURING SIXTH WEEK VIRTUALLY ALL OF CONFER- 
ENCE WORKING GROUPS COMPLETED THEIR TASK ASSIGNMENTS. ANTICIPATE 
THAT MAJOR CONFERENCE COMMITTEES WILL COMPLETE THEIR WORK BY 
TUESDAY NIGHT 4 JUNE BARRING UNFORESEEN DEVELOPMENTS. 

2. WITH REGARD TO MARITIME RADIOTELEPHONE, COMMITTEE 5 (C5) 
WORKING GROUPS HAVE PRODUCED THE FINAL VERSION OF A NEW 
APPENDIX 25 (AP25) ALLOTMENT PLAN PLUS FOUR RELATED DOCUMENTS 
DRAT. TNG WITH PROCEDURES FOR IMPLEMENTATION. DETAILS OF THESE FIVE 
DOCUMENTS RECAPPED IN GENEVA 3477 SUPPLEMENTING GENEVA 3417. 

3. CONFERENCE HAS ADOPTED RECOMMENDATION (REC) INTRODUCED BY 
SWISS THAT PROBLEM OF RADIO FREQUENCY ASSIGNMENTS FOR HOSPITAL 
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SHIPS AND MEDICAL AIRCRAFT BE DEFERRED TO THE 1979 WORLD 
ADMINISTRATIVE RADIO CONFERENCE (WARC). 
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4. DIGITAL SELECTIVE CALLING (DIGITAL SELCALL) PROPOSALS ARE 
FARING WELL WITH AGREEMENT REACHED (AT COMMITTEE LEVEL) ON 
COMMON SHIP-SHORE AND SHORE-SHIP FREQUENCIES FOR MULTIPURPOSE 
USE, I.E., TELEPHONY, DATA, AND TELEGRAPHY. USE OF DIGITAL 
SELCALL ON DISTRESS FREQUENCIES APPEARS TO BE ON WAY TO 
AGREEMENT AS REGARDS 500 KHZ AND 156.8 MHZ. SERIOUS 
DIFFICULTIES BEING ENCOUNTERED AS REGARDS 2182 KHZ. SO FAR HAVE 
NOT SUCCEEDED IN GETTING AGREEMENT FOR USE WITH 2182 KHZ OR 
WITH THE SPECIAL TELEPHONY CALLING HIGH FREQUENCIES (HF). 

5. TWO SETS OF 'PINK DOCUMENTS" (FOR SECOND READING AT 
PLENARY) HAVE BEEN PUBLISHED. END HIGHLIGHTS. 

6. PLENARY. SIXTH (28 MAY) AND SEVENTH (31 MAY) PLENARY SESSIONS 
APPROVED FIRST READING OF 3 ADDITIONAL ARTICLES AND 3 
ADDITIONAL APPENDICES AND REVISED 6 ARTICLES AND 1 APPENDIX OF 
RADIO REGULATIONS (RR). PLENARIES ALSO APPROVED PREAMBLE OF FINAL 
ACTS OF WMARC, LESS ANNEXES, ADOPTED 9 RESOLUTIONS AND 7 
RECOMMENDATIONS AND SUPPRESSED 3 RESOLUTIONS (RES) AND 2 
RECOMMENDATIONS.

12. SWISS REC APPROVED DEALS WITH USE OF RADIOCOMMUNICATION 
FOR MARKING, IDENTIFYING, LOCATING, AND COMMUNICATING WITH 
MEANS OF TRANSPORT PROTECTED UNDER THE GENEVA CONVENTIONS OF 12 
AUGUST 1949 FOR THE PROTECTION OF WAR VICTIMS AND ANY 
ADDITIONAL INSTRUMENTS OF THOSE CONVENTIONS AS WELL AS FOR 
ENSURING THE SAFETY OF SHIPS AND ARICRAFT OF STATES NOT PARTIES 

TO AN ARMED CONFLICT. RECOMMENDS THAT 1979 GENERAL WARC STUDY 
TECHNICAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE ASPECTS THIS MATTER. 

13. COMMITTEE 2 (CREDENTIALS), AT FOURTH AND FINAL MEETING 

31 MAY, ADOPTED FINAL REPORT FOR SUBMISSION TO PLENARY 4 JUNE. 
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ACCORDING REPORT, 82 DELEGATIONS HAVE CREDENTIALS IN ORDER, 

13 DELEGATIONS HAVE SUBMITTED CREDENTIALS NOT YET IN ORDER, 

AND 9 MEMBER DELEGATIONS PLUS ONE ASSOCIATE MEMBER DELEGATION 
HAVE NOT YET DEPOSITED CREDENTIALS. FRENCH OVERSEAS 
TERRITORIES HAVE GIVEN PROXY TO FRANCE; LUXEMBOURG TO BELGIUM; 
NIGER TO DAHOMEY; YEMEN ARAB REPUBLIC (WHICH HAS ONLY 
PROVISIONALLY-APPROVED CREDENTIALS) TO KUWAIT. AD HOC COMMITTEE 
NAMED TO EXAMINE CREDENTIALS DEPOSITED BETWEEN 31 MAY AND 
4 JUNE AND REPORT DIRECTLY TO PLENARY. 
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14. COMMITTEE 3 (BUDGET CONTROL) AT SECOND AND FINAL 
MEETING 30 MAY APPROVED SUBMISSION OF ITS FINAL REPORT 
TO PLENARY. REPORTS STATES THAT DRAFT FINAL CONFERENCE 
BUDGET TO BE SUBMITTED TO ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCIL LEAVES 
UNUSED CREDIT OF 77,000 SWISS FRANCS (SF) DERIVED 
MAINLY FROM SAVINGS ON PRODUCTION OF FINAL ACTS OF 
CONFERENCE. TOTAL BUDGET THEREFORE REMAINS 2,848,000SF 
AS COMPARED TO 3,100,000 SF APPROVED BY ADMINISTRATIVE 
COUNCIL IN 1973 AND 2,925,000 SF PROPOSED TO WMARC 
OPENING WEEK. 

15. COMMITTEE 4 (RADIOTELEGRAPHY) COMPLETED WORK 31 MAY 
WITH ADOPTION OF NEW API 5 SHOWING SUB ALLOCATIONS FOR 
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EACH HF MM BAND. AP15A SHOWS CHANNELING OF NBDP PAIRED 
COAST AND SHIP WORKING FREQUENCIES, AP15C NEW A-l MORSE SHIP 
CALLING FREQUENCIES, AND AP15D A-l MORSE SHIP WORKING 
FREQUENCIES. ONE COMPLEMENT OF FREQUENCIES FOR SHIP 
DIGITAL SELCALL AND ANOTHER FOR COAST DIGITAL SET CALL 
WERE AGREED. 

16. RESOLUTIONS PROVIDING FOR ORDERLY TRANSFER OF 
EXISTING STATIONS NECESSARY TO IMPLEMENT REVISED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUBALLOCATIONS WERE ADOPTED. FINAL DRAFTING OF APPENDICES 
HAD TO AWAIT RESULTS OF WORK OF WG 4/6 AD HOC (CALLING) 
DEALING WITH NEW A-l MORSE SHIP CALLING PROCEDURE AND 
FREQUENCIES FOR DIGITAL SELCALL. 

17. C4 APPROVED CONSEQUENTIAL APPROPRIATE AMENDMENTS 
TO ARTICLES 7, 28A, 28B, 29, AND 32. AP3 ON FREQUENCY 
TOLERANCES ALSO AGREED. 

18. UK DRAFT REC FOR USE OF SUB-BAND 13.4-13.6 GHZ 

BY MARINE RADIONAVIGATION SYSTEMS NOT ACCEPTED; UK 
HAS REQUESTED THAT APPROPRIATE REMARKS BE FORWARDED 
TO PLENARY FOR RECORD PURPOSES. 

19. JOINT REC BY NORWAY AND GREECE CONTAINING 
SUBALLOCATIONS TO MM SERVICES IN SHARED BANDS SOUGHT 
TRANSFER OF NON -MARITIME ASSIGNMENTS. THIS WAS 
SOFTENED IN SUB WORKING GROUP 4A/5E-4 TO RECOMMEDN 
THAT ADMINISTRATIONS TAKE THESE MM SUBALLOCATIONS INTO 
ACCOUNT IN FORMULATING PROPOSALS TO NEXT CONFERENCE. 

THIS WEAKER VERSION WAS ADOPTED. REC ALSO ADOPTED 
BASED ON ISRAEL PROPOSAL SEEKING EXPANDED HF ALLOCATIONS 
FOR MM AT NEXT COMPETENT WARC. 

20. USE OF DIGITAL SELCALL ON DISTRESS AND CALLING 
FREQUENCIES 500 KHZ/2182 KHZ/156.8 MHZ WAS REFERRED TO 
C6 ON BASIS THAT SUCH USE MIGHT IMPINGE ON DISTRESS USE 
OF THE FREQUENCIES. IN PARTICULAR USE OF 2182 KHZ FOR 
DIGITAL SELCALL WAS CONSIDERED UNDESIRABLE. FRANCE 
AND USSR STATED RESERVATION ON ALLOCATION OF ANY 
FREQUENCIES FOR DIGITAL SELCALL. 

21. COMMITTEE 5 (RADIOTELEGPHONY ) FINALLY ADOPTED REVISED 
PLAN DESIGNATED AP17 REV EFFECTIVE 1/1/78, FOR DUPLEX 

AND SIMPLEX SINGLE SIDEBAND (SSB) RADIOTELEPHONE 
FREQUENCIES. 

22 . AMENDMENTS WERE ADOPTED REQUIRING A2H EMISSIONS FOR 
SELCALL WHEN USING SEQUENTIAL SINGLE-FREQUENCY CALLING 
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(SSFC) SYSTEM; THIS HAS NO EFFECT ON DIGITAL SELCALL. 

IN SATURDAY'S SESSION, US ATTEMPTED OBTAIN PERMISSIVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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USE OF DIGITAL SELCALL ON COAST TELEPHONE SPECIAL 
CALLING FREQUENCIES. SUPPORTED BY CANADA, JAPAN, AND 
SWEDEN, BUT LOST THROUGH STRONG OBJECTIONS OF GERMANY 
AND OTHERS. VOTE WAS 7-16-19. USE RESERVED RIGHT TO 
SPEAK TO ISSUE IN PLENARY. 

23. RESOLUTION ADOPTED CALLING FOR FURTHER STUDY OF USE 
A3A AND A3J FOR DISTRESS AND SAFETY PURPOSES ON 2182 KHZ, 
INCLUDING STUDY BY CCIR AND CONSIDERATION BY INTER- 
GOVERNMENTAL MARITIME CONSULTATIVE ORGANIZATION (IMCO). 

24. AGREEMENT REACHED ON NEW TRANSMITTER TOLERANCES FOR 
MEDIUM FREQUENCIES, HF SSB RADIOTELEPHONE, VERY HIGH 
FREQUENCIES, AND ON-BOARD COMMUNICATION. 

25. WEEK DEVOTED LARGELY TO PROCEDURES OF IMPLEMENTATION 
FOR THE NEW AP25 MOD2 FREQUENCY ALLOTMENT PLAN, BUT 
DISCUSSIONS SEROUSLY HAMPERED BY PROPOSALS ARRIVING IN 
SECTIONS WITHOUT ADEQUATE CROSSREFERENCE, CREATING 
CONSIDERABLE CONFUSION AMONG MOST DELEGATIONS. 

ALTHOUGH DRAFTING WAS HURRIED AND REMAINS DEFECTIVE 

IN MANY RESPECTS, CHAIRMEN OF C5 (O.J. HAGA/NORWAY) AND 
WORKING GROUP (WG) 5C (P.D. BARNES/AUSTRALIA), WITH 
SUPPORT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, NONETHELESS PRESSING 
FOR ADOPTION DUE SHORTAGE OF TIME WITH GENERAL COMMENT 
THAT NO ONE WILL BE HURT ANYWAY. DATES, IF ADOPTED, 
INTENDED AS TOKEN CONCESSION TO US, UK, USSR, FRANCE, 

AND INDIA, BUT ARE DESIGNED TO BE MEANINGLESS. 

27. FOLLOWING ENDLESS DIALOGUES IN WG 5C WITH ALGERIAN 
DELEGATION, BARNES FINALLY RESORTED TO PERSONAL 
MONOLOGUE ON COMPLETED, BUT THEN UNAVAILABLE, PROCEDURE 
FOR AP25 MOD2. C5 WILL BE EXPECTED TO ADOPT PROCEDURES 

ON BASIS HIS DESCRIPTION WITHOUT ADEQUATE OPPORTUNITY TO 
EXAMINE AND CORRECT. 

28. NEW FREQUENCY ALLOTMENT PLAN REACHED MAIL DROPS 
SATURDAY 1 JUNE AND DISCUSSION OF IT AND AFOREMENTIONED 
PROCEDURES TO BE COMPLETED WITH ADOPTION AT LAST MEETING 
OF C5 MONDAY 3 JUNE. LATEST REVISED EDITION OF PLAN 
REPRESENTS NO SIGNIFICANT IMPROVEMENT AND US OBJECTIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAVE NOT BEEN OVERCOME. 

29. COMMITTEE 6 (OPERATION). WORKING GROUPS COMPLETED 
WORK BY 2300 31 MAY . C6 MET ALL DAY SATURDAY 1 JUNE 
AND FINAL MEETING SCHEDULED 3 JUNE. INTENT OF US 
PROPOSALS RELATING TO C6 HAVE SUBSTANTIALLY BEEN ACHIEVED 
THROUGH COMMITTEE LEVEL. 

30. OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS: 

A. 4/6 MHZ SUPPLEMENTARY DISTRESS FREQUENCIES HAVE BEEN 
AGREED AT C6 LEVEL. US/CANADA WILL BE ALLOWED SIMPLEX 
WORKING. THIS IS REASONABLE COMPROMISE AND IS EXPECTED 
TO GO THROUGH PLENARY WITHOUT FURTHER DEBATE. 

B. NEW A-l MORSE CALLING PROCEDURE TO THE FOUR COUNTRY 
GROUPS SHOULD BE ACCEPTED BY C6 ON 3 JUNE. US IS LISTED 

IN THREE OF THE FOUR GROUPS WHICH SHOULD ALLOW 
FLEXIBILITY. 

C. ALL IMPORTANT US SATELLITE PROPOSALS HAVE NOW BEEN 
ACCEPTED AT LEAST BY C6. NO FURTHER OPPOSITION 
EXPECTED. 

D. REMAINING US EFFORTS IN C6 ARE TO IMPROVE FURTHER 
DIGITAL SELCALL POSITION BY GETTING ADDITIONAL FREQUENCY 
AUTHORITY ESPECIALLY ON 2182 KHZ BUT OPPOSITION TO THIS 
VERY GREAT. TO GET AUTHORITY AT ALL ON 2182 KHZ WE MAY 
HAVE TO LIMIT USE TO SAFETY AND DISTRESS. 

31. COMMITTEE 7 (EDITORIAL), BY SCHEDULING NIGHT AND 
WEEKEND SESSIONS, HAS KEPT REASONABLEY CURRENT IN EDITING 
DOCUMENTS FOR FIRST AND SECOND READINGS AT PLENARY. ABRAMS
